PROVINCE TO COMMENCE 
1947 HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


An official outline of the extens- 
ive road improvement program 
which the Alberta government 
plans this year was given at the 
onening of the legislature on Feb. 
20 

The need of such a program has | 
long been advocated by the Alberta 
Motor Association, which contends 
that all motor revenues and more 
should be spent on highway — con- 
struction and maintenance, 

The speech from the throne, in 
dealing with this phase of govern- 
ment intentions this vear, said: 

“In order to provide an adequate 
system of all weather highways and 
secondary roads at the earliest pos- 
sible date, the government proposes 
to accelerate its province-wide pro- 
gram of highways construction and 
improvement as rapidly as men, 
materials and equipment will per- 
mit. You will be asked to approve 
substantially increased appropria- 
tions for this purpose. 

*“Lorger appropriations also will 
be asked to enable the government 
to extend its program for the im- 
provement of district and develop- 
ment roads and to provide increas- 
ed financial assistance to municina- 
lities for the construction and im- 
provement of municipal roads”

Hon. C.E. Gerhart, in reporting 
on the Department of Municipal 
Affairs, told the House that the 
farming population was down 14 
per cent last year, while the Pro- 
vincial population showed a 5 per 
|cent increase. 
| The use of electricity in the Pro- 
| vince last year was up 25 per cent, 
while tax collections generally 
| were very high. 

The Social Service Tax, a field 
| which last year netted the Govern- 
ment over a million dollars, is be- 
ing returned to the Municipal Dis- 
\tricts. This field may henceforth be 
used by the Municipalities to in- 
crease their revenues. 

The Minister, in dealing with the

Department of Trade and Industry, 
gave information which showed a 
very favorable industrial develop- 
ment and expansion. Last year 
sixty-six new industries started in 
the Province, This has provided em- 
ployment for more than a thousand 
people, and has added mutch to the 
total provincial assessment. Thirty. 
six new industries are now making 
plans to enter the Province, with 
many more making enquiries. 
Twenty-seven new co-operative as- 
sociations were formed last year. 
The total business done by co- 
operatives associations last year ex- 
ceeded $104,000,000.

Some people drink because they 
feel ours is a free country. It is free 
for works which come within the 
walls of justice. One lad said he 
was thus free, then a charge was 
laid against him for drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct. Such drink- 
ing is not freedom, but a degrad- 
ing bondage. 

In the year of our Lord 1947, He 
“our Lord” is still the only one who 
can and will satisfy any desires 
which men try to satisfy with the 
enemy liquor.
